Fast Mail Makes 
121 Miles in 110 
Minutes W ith Five Stops. 
One of the great est runs ever made 
orr the Norlhwestern was recorded 
Friday morning when Engineer Andy 
Sill pulled No. lo, the east b ound last 
mail out of Boone. 
The tram was 
several hours late on account of the 
washouts in the western part or the 
state, b ut when Engineer Sill b acked 
his engine down to the train he de­ 
termined to make up some ol the time 
and he did. 
Before the train had 
gone many miles the mail clerks b e­ 
gan to comment on the speed; they 
are accustomed to fast riding, b ut 
Andy gave them something to talk 
ab out tha t morning. The express car 
struck only the high places and the 
mail cars rocked hack and forth in a 
way tha t would have scared to death 
a person not used to fast runs. 
It is just 121 miles from Boone to 
Cedar Rapids and the fast mail makes 
live stops- Ames, Tama, Belle Plaine, 
Marshalltown and Beverly. 
The run 
was made in 110 minutes, including 
the stops. 
The train has a regular 
schedule tha t is considered very fast.
